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ranging from ages thireeen to eighteen. Tn 1994, the Parkside

center applied for a child care institution license, increasing

the capacity from ten to ewelve males and the range from thirteen

to eighteen to twelve to twenty-oner and it allowed for a more

aggressive, a more impulsive, and in some instances, pixilated '

individual. Because the municipal zoning was so broad, it did not

require a chanqe in the zoning; thereforer the public was not

notified . In November of '96, three young men escaped or,

excuse me, ran away from the ceneer and allegedly raped a young

girl in the neighborhcod. This btll will go, hope, a long way

in protecting the residents from this occurring ever agaln. Thank
